Milling Plante Increase—The Develop-

thelr milling plants in Western Can- 
ada if free wheat and flour were 
granted by the Canadian Government. 
These statements aroused some critic: 
ism and wre not believed in many 
quarters. While ft is impossible to 
state what would have happened un- 
der free wheat and flour, it has be- 
come abundantly evident that the tnil- 
lers are on!y too willing to expand 
as rapidly as their capital will per- 
mit, now that the free wheat and flour 
question has been disposed of to their 
fatisfaction. ; 

Numerous Large Mills” 

In addition to the Ogilvie mill which 
was completed in Medicine Hat last 
year, the Maple Leaf Milling Company 
have purchased a site and commenced 
operations on a large mill in the same 
clty. Large mills are also going up 
jin Calgary and in several other Wes- 
tern cities and towns. The Lake of 
the Woods Company has recently ac- 
quired the Medicine Hat Milling Com- 
pany’s plant at Medicine Hat, and Mr. 
Hutchison, the managing director, 
states that plans are being rapidly 
prepared in Winnipeg for the new mil) 
which will probably be increased from 
500 to 1,500 barrel capacity. 

The development of the milling in- 
dustry in Western Canada is one of 
the best assets for the mixed farming 
industry, as it will ensure a plentiful 
supply of mill feeds, which are essen- 
tial to successful mixed farming. In 
addition it provides steady work at 
good wages for a large number of 
workmen, and coming at a time when 
the unemployment problem is staring 
nearly every Western community in 
the face, the advent of a number of 
new channels of employment will be 
very welcome, 

Benefits For the Wes’ 

While no one can state positively 
what advantage or disadvantage 
would have accrued to the country 
under free wheat and flour, It seems 


‘rly safe to predict that under a 
stable policy of encouragement for 


home industries the West will gradu- 
ally reap the full benefits which come 
from manufacturing development. 

Colonel Meighen, President of the 
Lake of the Woods Milling Company, 
in an interview spoke as follows: 

“Now that the free wheat question 
is settled,” declared the Colonel, “the 
Lake of the Woods Milling Company 
is preparing to invest large sums cof 
money in furthering the plans in Wes 
tern Canada, to buy more wheat from 
the western farmers, and to grind 
it into flour on Canadian soil. Th's 
Company has always believed in th« 
Canadian West, as is shown by the 
fact that it is the only large flow 
company which has all its mills west 
of the Great Lakes, but, I say em 
phatically, that jf the company 
thought that free wheat was to be 
the policy of the Government, we 
would not invest another dollar west 
of Fort William.”
